Canada Must Have 
Remedy For Inflation — 


By RK. T. ELLIOTT, K.C 


Bonds upon bonds have been issued,—federal, pro- 
vincial aud municipal,--until the interest obligations ex- 
ceed the interest-paying capacity of the nation. This is 
inflation; and a dangerous kind of inflation, because the 
interest keeps running on and increasing the weight of 
obligation on the assets of the citizens; particularly on the 
real estate assets, including homes and farms. 


There must be a remedy, and as there is only one 
remedy available, that is the remedy which must be used 
whether we like it or net. 


This single availabie remedy is to pay off the bonds in 
Canadian iegal tender; so as to lift the burden of interest. 
Subject to the proviso that the legal tender must be made 
sound money by placiag behind it an adequate sinking 
fund secured by unchangeable assignment of revenue in 
each instance—and of federal, provincial or municipal 
revenue according to the kind of bonds redeemed—the 
bondholder gets exactly what was contracted to be paid to 
him, viz., the face value cf his bond in legal tender—sound 
money. 


The Court of Appea! in England and the Supreme 
Court of the United States have definitely held that the 
effect of the clause requiring the payment of any -sum, 
(say $1,200) and containing the further clause calling for 
gold coin of standard w-ight and value does not deprive the 
debtor of the right to pay in legal tender. Any othey deci- 
sion would destroy the value of the bonds entirely —because 
there is no gold available to pay interest, let alone 

. principal. 

There is no answer te the immediate necessity for 
effective action to cut down the interest burden; unless 
this is dune there will be a destruction of asset values by 
the growing inflation to an extent which will bring conse- 
quences beyond remedy. 


The Dominion Parliament and the Provincial Legis- 
latures have full power to co-operate in the necessary legis- 
lation. The lifting of a load of around a million dollars a 
day from the taxpayers will have the effect of paying off 
a first mortgage on all the commercial and real estate 
assets in Canada; and it will be lifting a load by sound and 
honest payment. 


No argument against this is worth listening to—be- 
cause there is no other way to make payment. There is 
immediate necessity to pay and thereby stop the ravages 
of inflation; there is an hcenest and practicable method of 
payment available; there is no other method, and no possi- 
bility of any other method becoming available. The con- 
clusion is that immediate action should be taken to restore 
the value of the conimercial and real estate values 
throughout Canada, in the present state of party mem- 
bership in the Parliament of Canada, a statement on behalf 
of the Government of Canada, made by the Prime Minister 
in definite terms, would be sufficient to convince the pub- 
lic that tne inflation load is about to be lifted; and would 
restore public confidence and stimulate business.

WHY WASHINGTON BL 
GOLD 

Mr. Jones, head of the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation, stated at Washing- 
ton that the Federal Reserve Bank is to 
“dispose of the notes of the corporation”, 
and take in exchange foreign gold import- 
ed into the United States since November 
first of last year. 

That probably explains President Roose- 
velt’s’ gold-buying policy. He wants to 
“dispose of the notes” of the finance 
corporation and get them into circulation, 
rather than to get more gold to pile in the 
vaults. The U.S. treasury already has all 
the gold it needs for any conceivable pur- 
pose, but there is not enough money circu- 
lating to speed up business, induce employ- 
ment, and give prices a lift. The President 
is buying gold in order to “sell” notes and 
get this added money supply at work. 

Canada will begin to see the signs of a 
real revival if its Government ever grasps 
the same idea; that the all important 
thing is to get more money into circula- 
tion. Buying gold is one way to do that. 
Calling in bonds and paying money out for 
them is another. How it is done is a mat- 
ter of secondary importance. The vital 
thing is to get more money into the poc- 
kets of the public. 


Instruments in the Dominion observa- 
tory at Victoria registered an earthquake 
on Thursday. Officials politely stated 
they thought the disturbance occurred 
near the Aleutian islands. Others may sus- 
pect a seismological reaction from an 
eruption nearer home. 

The Tolmie Government went into 
power in 1928 holding 35 seats in a house 
of 48. It went out on Thursday leaving 
one sole survivor in the person of Attor- 
ney-General Pooley. Political land-slides 
are not new in that mountainous province, 
but Mr. Tolmie seems to have staged the 
most spectacular one on record in the 
shortest space of time. 

Out of the most chaotic political situa- 
tion that ever developed in Canada, the 
province has emerged with one party, the 
Liberals, holding a majority over all 
others, and therefore with a prospect of 
stable government. For that our nei 
bors across the big hills are to be con- 
gratulated, the more so because a group 
dead-locked legislature was 
possible. 

For the time the Conservative party has 
disappeared from the provincial affairs of 
British Columbia, its place being taken by 
the C.C.F., 6 members strong. That meas 
ures the swing of public opinion in the last 
five years. It also measures the chance of 
the C.C.F. to attain power in Canada or in 
any of the provinces, since British Colum- 
bia was considered, and was boasted, and 
undoubtedly was, its most promising 
fighting ground. 

The outcome is another strong reason 
why there will not be a general Dominion 
election yet a while. Coming on the heels 
of the up-set in Nova Scotia, this debacle 
in the other end of the country carries 
double significance for Ottawa. For the 
policies of the federal Government in rela- 
tion to trade, deflation, unemployment and 
relief shaped the conditions which caused 
both disasters.

When, after a twenty-four hour period of 
grace in which to ponder what they have 
done and what the voters have sometimes 
done, none of them repent, no question 
may thereafter be raised as to their will- 
ingness to chance defeat for the hope that 
is in them. 

It takes courage to stick under such 
conditions. And all the more when at one 
of the meetings in the campaign there 
were exactly as many voters present as 
there were speakers on the platform—32. 
One speech per candidate is a fair enough 
arrangement, but when there is only one 
listener per speech the uncertainties of the 
contest are obvious. Suppose each candi- 
date happened to make one convert? 

All which serves to illustrate the cum- 
brous, unsystematic, and in some respects 
absurd, way in which democracy works. 
In general terms it is a case in which no- 
body knows who’s guing to be what when 
the balloting is over. But, at that, it is 
the best system of government the human 
race has yet devised, and the only system 
people of British origin and traditions 
would stand for. We at least have the 
right to run if we want to, and to vote for 
whom we please. And that is worth a good 
deal more than any dollar efficiency that 
might be obtained by letting someone else 
pick candidates for us, as in Germany and 
Italy, and tell us who we must vote for.

CHRONIC CATARRH COMMON CAUSE OF 
DEAFNESS 


If you wish to make a rough test of your hear- 
ing, place an ordinary watch close to one ear. Put 
a finger in the other ear, and now move the watch 
farther away until you barely hear it tick, If your 
hearing is normal, the distance will be between a 


little over 2 feet and 1% feet. If your hearing is 
very acute, due to a rare ear 
disorder which makes sounds 
seem louder, you will hear the 
watch 29 feet away. Those who 
are deafened may fail to hear 
the tick at all, 

We are provided with about 
twice as much ability to hear as 
we need. Because of this extra 
range of hearing, we may lose 
part of the ability to hear with- 
out noticing it. Loss of hearing 
usually comes on slowly and the 
patient may be partially deaf 
before he knows it. It may be 
hard for him to realize that his 
slight deafness is of the kind that progresses to 
complete loss of hearing 

The first symptoms indicating that one 
threatened with deafness are so quiet that they do 
not cause one to take the treatment in time which 
would keep the trouble from going any farther, 
Some of the symptoms often found while deafness 
is developing are ringing or buzzing noises in the 
ears, and dizziness. 

Since the price of deafness comes so high, it is 
undoubtedly advisable in every case to protect your 
hearing. The best way to do this is to overcome 
any trouble which might cause deafness, as deaf- 
ness generally follows the neglect of minor dis- 
orders which are easily curable.

that you use the right treatment to correct it. 
case where catarrh is present, the 
difficulty in assimilating sugars and 
starches and if these foods are used, they may be- 
come mucus-forming and increase the catarrhal 
secretion. It is helpful to avoid starchy foods and 
sugars for some time and a careful diet is needed 
which will overcome the tendency to digestive dis- 
turbances which is so often present. Through 
many years of practical experience I have found 
there is a close relationship between indigestion 
and congestion in the nose and throat. Th> patient 
frequently suffers also from over-acidity. A good 
diet which helps the digestive organs to work
